CHICAGO, 
Oct. 
5— (UP)— 
Warning that the United States 
may be attacked if developing “in­ 
ternational anarchy” thrives un­ 
checked, President Roosevelt here 
today deliberately aimed a brist­ 
ling speech at nations Involved in 
Spain and China and proposed a 
“concerted” effort by peace-loving 
peoples to maintain justice in the 
world. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s targets scarcely 
could be mistaken and they seemed 
to be Germany, Italy and Japan. 
He suggested a “quarantine” of 
offending nations, raising instant 
conjecture whether the adminis­ 
tration would join in any method 
of sanctions against aggressor na­ 
tions. 
Asserting that “the epidemic of 
world lawlessness is spreading,” 
Mr. Roosevelt said: 
Compared With Disease 
- 
“When an epidemic of physical 
disease starts to spread, the com­ 
munity approves and joins in a 
quarantine of the patients in or­ 
der to protect the health of thfe 
community against the spread of 
the disease. 


JOLIET, 111., Oct. 5— (UP)—Stateville prison officials waited 
confidently today for nearly 2,000 prisoners to give up their hunger 
strike.

They have been pretty success­ 
ful in their depredations, and I 
think we are lucky to have been 
able to take them without some 
fireworks.” 


Sought Money Here 
The arresting officers beiievt

Evans 
and Burbank came to 
Circleville to attempt some hold­ 
ups since neither had any money 
when he was caught. 
Burbank 
carried a .32 caliber pistol.

Burbank and Evans had never 
met until they were put in the 
Akron Jail together. 
Burbank, 
who admitted a score of abe aes, 


said he waa “bumming” west 
from his home in New Hamp­ 
shire when he tried to rob an 
Akron house 
Two buddies of Evans, who 
says be knows everyone from 
Portsmouth to Circleville, were 
sentenced to IO to 25 years in 
prison, Monday, in Akron. They 
were Richard Reynolds, 18, and 
Ernest Le a sure, 19. Neither was 
able to escape the Akron jail 
with Evans and Burbank, They 
were charged with highway rob­ 
bery. 
Reynolds told Judge S. C. 
Nolopy, who sentenced him: 
“When I get out of prison I'm 
going to make a personal apol­ 
ogy to every man I’ve robbed, 
then get a job and pay back 
every cent I took” 
But it will be a lorg while 
until he is out of prison. 


A trail of crime led two youthful bandits to hard 
cots in the Circleville city jail Tuesday after their arrest 
at 2:30 a. rn. by Night Patrolmen Alva Shasteen and 
George Green. 
Arrested were: 
James Evans, 19, of 660 Pine street, Chillicothe, and 
Jack Burbank, alias Bennett, 18, of 346 High street, 
Manchester, New Hampshire. 
The youthful outlaws, wanted in Akron for numer­ 
ous robberies, in Lima, Westminster, Columbus, Dayton, 
Chillicothe, and Beaverdam for robbing filling stations, 
and restaurants, for stealing automobiles, for kidnaping 
taxicab drivers, taking their cars and their clothing and 
leaving them naked in rural districts, were taken by the 
city officers without a struggle in the Chris Palm 
restaurant, N. Court street. 
They admitted their identities when they were book-* 
ed at City Hall. 
Broke Jail Sept. 17 
Evans and Burbank confessed to breaking jail at 
Akron Sept. 17, when they “squeezed through some pipes" 
when plumbers left the way open. ./They laughed when 
they told police that two Akron patrolmen, hunting them, 
had looked directly at them as they stood on a street 
corner a few minutes after the escape. 
Ernest Leasure, 
a Chillicothe youth, was with them in the Akron jail but 
he was unable to escape when he was “caught in the 
pipes," Evans said. 
Evans and Burbank denied hurting anyone. Burbank 
carried a loaded .32 caliber Imperial revolver that he had 
hidden inside his trousers, fastened to his suspenders. 
“I never carried a gun," Evans told Circleville police. 
He said he and Burbank held up an Akron taxicab 
driver by using a coathanger; that they stole a Columbus 
i cab by pushing a water-pistol against the back of the 
I driver, whom they later left stranded and without clothe* 
I in northern Pickaway county, and that they stole the 
automobile they had just parked before their arrest by 
holding up its ow ner w ith a popgun. 
Evans pleaded innocent to charg?s of participation 
iii the George Wright filling station holdup at Kingston, 
Buddies Met in Jail 
He and Burbank did not meet until they were placed 
in the Akron jail. Evans had been arrested with Leasure 
I and Richard Reynolds, of Chillicothe, in Lima for robbery 
I of a filling station at Beaverdam on Aug. 26 during which 
they took an attendant for a ride over country roads, 
stole $8 from him and pushed him from the car on a 
lonely road. 
Participation wras alleged also at Westmin­ 
ster in the Lima district several days earlier. Eva/is and 
his pals had been sought for several Akron robberies so 
w’ere returned there. 
Burbank was in the Akron jail for attempted burg­ 
lary of a dwelling. He said he had just entered the house 
when a woman and child came through the front door, 
i Burbank pushed the child into a closet, but the woman 
I fled through the front door screaming. 
“I ran out after 
her, trying to get away," the eastern youth said, “but 
a police cruiser had just pulled up to the curb. I ran 
! right into the arms of two big policemen." 
Evans and Burbank were dressed in identical cloth­ 
ing. 
Both had on neatly-pressed brown suits, tan shoes, 
brown striped shirts and brown-checked ties. They wore 
brown slouch hats when arrested. 
In their automobile 
was a supply of clothing that the outlaws told police they 
had stolen from their various victims. 
Saw Cornell-Colgate 
The outlaws had just returned to Ohio Monday after 
attending the Cornell-Colgate football game at Ithaca, 
N. Y. on Saturday. “ It was some game," Evans declared. 
The trail of crime of the duo started when they 
escaped the Summit county, jail, ^hey kidnaped William 
Lindley, Akron cabby, and made him drive them to Colum­ 
bus where they put him out of the cab at the outskirts of 
the city. 
His clothes had been removed. 
The youths employed the same method in all of their 
abduction escapades.

France. 
The probability appeared 
that 
the prosecution would demand the 
death penalty for the handsome 
young American -captured by the 
Nationalists last July 12 when he 
was shot down over the Madrid 
front while flying for the Loyal­ 
ists—although there was a chance 
th at it would ask only life impri­ 
sonment. 
Death Demanded 
Legal and m ilitary authorities 
said they were confident the Na­ 
tionalist 
provisional 
government 
would demand his death since Dahl 
is charged with rebellion against 
the state.

From the East it was carried 
to Europe as early as the sixth century. 
There It continued as a 
terrible plague to mankind for over 1000 years and reached its height 
in the seventeenth century. The Spaniards, under Cortez, carried it to 
Mexico in 1520. 
Since that tim e# -------------------------------------------------- 
the American continent has never 
been rid of the pestilence. 
Before the advent of vaccina­ 
tion our American colonies were 
sw ept by recurrent epidemic*. No 
one escaped its 
ravages 
except 
those who had previously had the 
disease and men died like flies. 
For many years the disease has 
existed in a very mild form, res­ 
ulting is only an occasional death. 
Owing to this mildness and to 
the infrequent outbreaks of the 
disease, people in general have be­ 
come indifferent and careless and 
a large proportion of the popula­ 
tion remains unvaccinated.

Governor J. C Bowen when the 
house meets today. It will go Into 
immediate effect 
It will compel Alberta newspa­ 
pers. under threat of heavy pen­ 
alty, to reveal the sources of any 
news questioned by the govern­ 
ment and to print any statem ent 
issued by the 
government 
press 
bureau. 
Other hills passed by the legis­ 
lature included measures increas­ 
ing taxation on hanks by $2,000,- 
000 yearly, repealing the provin­ 
cial recall act, and a new "credit 
of Alberta regulation# act” to re­ 
place a similar though more dras­ 
tic law' vetoed by the federal gov­ 
ernment in August.

There is no statute re­ 
quiring disqualification but if he 
follows a long-established preced­ 
ent Black will not vote on such 
cases. 
During conferences this week 
the justices must decide whether

FOR 
JAPAN? 
T 
HINGS are getting serious for Japan 
not only in a military way, but in a 
business way, as a result of her ruthless 
procedure in China. She has got in bad 
with almost the whole world, but especi­ 
ally with Great Britain and America, her 
two best customers. 
The British are getting excited about 
it. Liberals and Laborites have been urg­ 
ing the government to more drastic action, 
in protecting British rights, and in addition 
are preaching an anti-Japanese boycott 
throughout their empire. They raise the 
slogan, “Don’t buy Japanese goods.” Such 
a movement might spread informally to 
America. 
The British Empire normally buys 28 
per cent of Japanese exports and the 
United States about 24 per cent. Thus the 
two nations together have bought more 
than half of Japan’s great volume of ex­ 
ports. It is mainly these sales on which the 
country depends normally for domestic 
prbsperity and governmental expenses. She 
needs her export trade particularly to help 
finance the expensive war she has started 
in China. 
The demand for Japanese goods has 
fallen off already in the English-speaking 
countries and elsewhere, as a result of 
the general condemnation of the Japanese 
war and its slaughter of noncombatants. 
Even an informal boycott of Japanese 
goods might bankrupt the Tokyo treasury 
and, after the first frenzied push, slow 
up the war. Here is a danger on which 
the Japanese statesmen do not seem to 
have reckoned.

Evidence of Roosevelt’s popularity was 
so overwhelming that it surprised even 
the gentleman involved.

In a campaign year this is to be ex­ 
pected. People are “steamed up” and turn 
out to hail their champion.

Roosevelt, however, left behind him an 
unmistakable trail of genuine enthusiasm.

SIMPLER STORIES 
A 
PREACHER, 
addressing

gave some good advice the other day. 
He urged his listeners to make their 
sermons simple, to use fresh illustrations 
and to get along with fewer adjectives. 
A sermon, he assured them, should not 
be “a long procession of cumbersome 
words.” The great words of the language 
are short ones. A disciplined pen will 
weed out the complex expressions, the 
extra adjectives, the hackneyed illustra­ 
tions. 
“Words are our tools, and it is up 
to us to keep our diction keen and sharp.” 
It is advice needed in many other 
fields, and by writers as well as speakers. 
Along with the trite and over-elaborate 
phrases, recently developed jargon should 
be discarded. Meaningless words, under­ 
stood only within their own respective 
groups, 
are 
separating 
specialists 
in 
social work, science, art, sport, and other 
interests, 
from 
each 
other and 
from 
laymen generally. We have an excellent 
common language which we ought to use 
more intelligently. 


DEAD FISH 
While it is quite possible for Roosevelt 
to revive the court furore by launching a 
new legislative attack, at the moment that 
issue is as dead as a kippered herring. 
There is lively interest in how he feels 
about Senators who threw him for a loss.

70 Enjoy Book Review 
By Mrs. Depew Head 


Playing Parts in $2,000,000 “Love Piracy” Suit Drama

About 70 persons attended the 
book 
review, 
Monday 
evening, 
sponsored 
by 
the 
Westminster 
Bible class of 
the 
Presbyterian 
church. Mrs. Depew Head, well­ 
known critic, of 
Columbus, 
re­ 
viewed the September book of the 
month, “Northwest Passage,” by 
Kenneth Roberts. This 
was 
the 
first of a series of four which Mrs. 
Head will review during the next 
few months. 
In her opening remarks, 
Mrs. 
Head announced an innovation in 
this year’s work in that she would 
devote the first 15 minutes of her 
evening to a short discussion of a 
few books which she would suggest 
for worth while reading. She spoke 
of three books in the lighter vein, 
Monday evening, and mentioned in 
passing short but attractive ex- 
erpts from them. They were “The 
Genius in the Family,” by Maxon 
“Life with Mother,” by Clarence 
Day and “The Education of Hyman 
Kaplin,” by Leonard Q. Ross. 
In establishing the background 
for her review, Mrs. Head told of 
visiting many of the scenes of the 
incidents of the book and also men­ 
tioned that she had met the author 
at his home in Kennebunc Beach. 
She described him as a normal and 
delightful “he-man” and spoke of 
his writing as being unusually true 
to historical detail. He is a grad­ 
uate of Cornell university and in 
1919 was a member of the staff 
of the Saturday Evening Post, but 
soon gave it up to devote his time 
to historical novel writing. He has 
a clear mobile style of writing, and ; 
the rare gift of making the past 
come to life. 
“Northwest Passage” is a his- j 
torical novel of first rating, and is 
considered by authorities to be the I 
best one of America. In less than 
three weeks it topped all best sel­ 
lers. It deals with 
adventurous 
courageous spirits that never say 
die. It is a valuable and interesting 
chronicle of early American history 
of this region, and few authors 
have 
presented 
early 
America, 
better. 
Robert Rodgers, head of 
the 
Rodgers Rangers and John Lang­ 
don, are the outstanding charac­ 
ters of the book. The book is a 
splendid sequence of adventures 
without a break. The first part of 
the book is the story of the St. 
Francis expedition and deals with 
the struggles of the French and 
English to acquire the Ohio Valley. 
He depicts the emotions of the 
characters of the book so truly in 
descriptive detail that the reader 
is held in spite of lack of action. 
The second part of the book deals 
with the efforts of Rodgers and 
Langdon to secure help from Lon­ 
don to take an expedition in search 
of the Northwest Passage. The 
pomp and wealth of London aa well 
as the poverty and slums are truth­ 
fully portrayed, 
and 
the 
whole 
pageant of 
the 
early 
colonists 
surging to the West is caught by 
Roberts’ pen, and is one of the 
best examples pf Americana. After 
thinking that the king would back 
the search for the passage, Rod­ 
gers and Langdon fail to receive 
the help and decide to make the 
effort unsupported. 
Their 
trials 
and failures are told in the latter 
part of the book. 
Through

I-Angdon forms a quiet undertone.

and children, are being ruthlessly 
m urdered w ith bombs from the 
air. 
“In tim es of 
so-called 
peace, 
ships are being attacked and sunk 
by subm arines w ithout cause or 
notice." 
“N ations are fom enting and ta k ­ 
ing sides in civil w arfare in na­ 
tions th a t have never done them 
any harm . N ations claim ing free­ 
dom for them selves deny it 
to 
others." 
A sserting th a t innocent peoples 
were being sacrificed to a greed 
for pow er and suprem acy devoid 
of all justice. Mr. Roosevelt said 
this "reign of terro r and law less­ 
ness" began a few' years ago. 
Role of Peacem aker 
His address em erged w ith ex­ 
plosive force from a W est coast 
journey devoid of first class de­ 
velopm ents and seemed to point 
the U nited S tates tow ard the front 
rank- perhaps the leading role— 
in an international m ovem ent to 
salvage security from a world of 
disastrous turbulence. 
“There m ust be positive endea­ 
vors to preserve peace,” Mr. Roose­ 
velt said. 
“A m erica hates w ar. A m erica 
hopes for peace. Therefore, Am er­ 
ica actively engages in the search 
for peace." 
The president chose his tim e and 
them e w ith deliberation. He spoke 
a t the dedication of Chicago’s out- 
erlink bridge, a $6,574,000 proj­ 
ect built w ith aid of $1,972,363 of 
public w orks funds to 
link 
the 
N orth and South Lake shores of 
this g re a t city in a through high­ 
way. 
Mr. Roosevelt congratulated the 
city and the nation th a t “we can 
spend our resources for such p roj­ 
ects and soil conservation 
and 
other useful endeavors instead of 
spending half our w ealth for a rm ­ 
am ents, either in a spirit of fear 
The youths w’cre j or of aggression." 
Isolation N ot Protection 
B ut Mr. 
Roosevelt 
contrasted 
the peace w ithin our borders w ith 
conditions in other p arts of the 
world. Then in solem n language 
he w arned th a t isolation is not pro­ 
tection. 
“It is because the people of the 
United S tates under m odern con­ 
ditions m ust, for the sake of their 
own future, give thought to the 
rest of the w orld," he said, “th a t j 
I, as the responsible executive head j 
of the nation, 
have 
chosen this 
g reat inland city and this gala oc­ 
casion to speak to you on a sub­ 
ject of definite national im por- 
j tance." 
He said w orld conditions of late 
have been “grow ing progressive­ 
ly w orse” until a “haunting fear 
of calam ity” pervades the air. This 
condition 
began, 
he 
explained, 
through unjustified interference in 
internal affairs of other nations 
or invasion of alien territory. He 
charged th a t landm arks and tra d i­ 
tions of civilization’s progress to ­ 
w ard law, order and justice w ere 
being wiped aw ay. 
D raw ing on the w orks of a re ­ 
cent and 
unnam ed 
author, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt said we m ay forsee a 
tim e when m en “ex ultant in the 
technique of hom icide” will sw arm 


NANKING, China, Oct. 5 — (U P) 
— Six Japanese planes appeared 
over N anking today in the first 
a ir raid in ten days 
Six Chinese planes took off and 
engaged 
tw o

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the world until “all will be lost 
or w recked or u tterly destroyed.” 
T urning 
from 
his 
nam eless 
author, Mr. Roosevelt continued in 
his own w ords: 
“If those things come to pass 
in o ther p a rts of the world, let no 
one im agine th a t A m erica will es­ 
cape, th a t it m ay expect m ercy, 
th a t this w estern hem isphere will 
not be attacked and th a t it 
will 
continue tranquilly and peacefully 
to c arry on the ethics and the a rts 
of civilization. 
“If those days are not to come 
to pass—if we are to have a world 
in w hich we can breathe freely and 
live in am ity w ithout fear—the 
peace-loving nations m ust m ake a 
concerted effo rt to uphold laws 
and 
principles 
on 
which 
alone 
peace can re st secure.” 
It is vital to the United States, 
he continued, 
th a t 
sanctity 
of 
treaties and m aintenance of in ter­ 
national m orality be restored. 
C om paring our l l to 12 percent 
expenditure on arm am ents w ith 
the 30 to 50 percent of national 
income spent by some nations in 
fear of aggression Mr. Roosevelt 
said the position of the U nited 
S tates w as a happy one hut he 
w arned th a t we m ust look ahead. 
H e said the peace, freedom and 
security 
of 
90 
percent 
of 
the 
w orld’s population now is jeopard­ 
ized by a IO percent which th re a t­ 
ens to destroy international 
law 
and order.
